Managerial personalities are as variegated 
as colors of the rainbow. I worked for a man in 
Indiana who, as a boss, struck daily terror into 
the minds of his emjjloyees. He was an efficient 
driver but he died young. Then I worked for a 
man who bossed in such a m anner that his em ­

their department. He liked to do his bossing by 
delegating authority to others. His busines.s was 
built from a hole-in-the>wall storeroom to • 
small m oney-m aking corporation.

Di\udend producing bosses are not always 
the ones who encourage development of the 
fear-complex among their employees. A snur- 
pu.« :s boss sometimes creates sour-puss employ­ 
ees who have to w ait on the trade. It’s a forced 
smile that stem.s from an acid disposition. And 
you can’t fool the customers. 
When it comes to dealing with recalcitrant 
employees the boss with a smile can chop off 
heads with just as much dexterity as the boss 
who wears a perpetual frown.

Wha t A Div e-Bo mber Thinks Abo ut— 
Hess, whose ancestors were Germans, was a 
two-year-old sitting in a high chair eating spin­ 
ach greens when I first met him as a dinner 
guest in his parents* home in an eastern town. 
Some years later in the short pants era he 
took up building model airplanes. Because in 
boyhood I was similarly occupied, I took

personal interest in his endeavors. We struck 
up a fine friendship.

Often I have wondered w hat passes through 
the mind of flyers hurtling through the sky 
practicing the mode of destruction to be heaped 
upon the enemy. Is the kill-complex predomin­ 
ant? 
Hess seems to supply the answer in a letter 
to his folks which his father printed in the let­ 
te r’s newspaper and which is reproduced here­ 
with: 
Abo v e Tbe Clo uds— 
“Not over an hour ago I was out with a 
couple of the boys dive bombing a target and 
we came climbing, zooming, and rolling around 
through fluffy clouds back to the field. Now it’s 
raining and there are big black ‘thunderheads’ 
all Over. That's Texas for you . . . 
“I had another thrill the other day in fly­ 
ing. We took off for operational ceiling combat 
formation work: you know, up where a man 
would live about a minute without oxygen. To 
get up there we had to use the super-charger. 
“ Weil, the sky was rather completely over­ 
cast at about 5,000 feet. It was just a bunch of 
fluffy grey clouds. Every ten or fifteen miles 
there was an opening in this cloud cover. So af- 
tei' we dropped our bombs the instructor that 
was leading our formation started snakin’ along 
underneatii these clouds like a fish looking for 
a hole in the ice. 
“ When you’re flying formation you usually 
don’t notr.e whether you’re climbing or turning 
or what as all of your attention is centered on 
your leader. But as soon as he found a hole in 
the overcast he started climbing. Well, when we 
got up through it we found the most beautiful 
sight you’ve e\ er dream ed of I Although the 
bottom of the overcast was drab grey, and unin­ 
teresting, the top was magnificent. 
“Slowly we ciinibed to 20,tk)U feet and still 
we had n’t topped the highei* *p^ak.s’ of the huge 
clouds. It was as bright as bright could be. 
Huge mountains of clouds with enormous over­ 
hanging ciiHs. and tunnels and \ alley? with 
chasm-like walls. And all were snow whitel 
“It was like lunning around in a dream 
woridi We got in ’string’ formation (follow the 
leader to you folks) and then started more fun 
than you can e\ er imagine. Uphill and down 
dale, around cloud mountains and through cloud 
tunnels we went. 
“At one lime the lead ship was so far below 
It looked like a speck of sand in an ocean of 
white fluffy clouds: Imagine, if you will, a cloud 
three miles high and about twenty miles in di­ 
ameter! 
“Every once in a w hile you see those clouds 
from a disiance pi’.txi high on out another, but 
to be right next to t'nem is really sumpin! It’s 
haiM to put it mil) wiirds ho'A' ab>olute!\' beauti­ 
ful they are. .\r,ri it was qtu.te discouraging to 
com.e back down tniMugh another hole into the 
drab dreary dc.y that was underneath.

In the 
end, the President himself had to 
intervene and virtually order his 
Secretary of Commerce to go along 
with the oil-subsidy program. 
What happened was that the 
Office of Economic Stabilization, 
after weeks of study and many 
oil conferences, worked out a plan 
whereby stripper wells—in other 
w’ords, those being stripped of the 
relatively siriall amount of oil re­
